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Meet the ‘[Bleep] Chicagoans Say* guy

In Chicago, wc call it pop, not soda. To dodge a 
ticket, we put the cellphone down every time 
we see a cop while driving. And nobody— not 
Ix^Bron, Kobe, or even D-Rose— is as good as 
Michael Jordan. 

'ITiat's all according to “[Bleep] Chicagoans 
Say,” the latest riff on a string of catchphrase- 
filled viral videos that started surfacing last 
month after one called “[Bleep] Girls Say” 
caught fire on 'Vbu'liibe. 

Mathew Montalvo, 28, who lives in Bel- 
mont Cragin, captures the lingo, nuances and 
pride of those bom, raised and living in the 
city in his five-minute clip posted to \bu lube 
on 'liiesday. By 'ITursday, it already had been 
viewed more than 23,000 times. (And at least 
one more Chicago video appeared 'I'hurs day) 

“Someone somewhere has said something 
on that video if they^re from Chicago,” said 
Montalvo, a banker who studied sociology at 
DePaul University A lot of it, he^s said himself. 

After an actor in his improv group men- 
tioned the series of “Say^^ videos, he thought 
Chicago needed its own. But everyone told 
him the novelty would wear off Instead, 
another week went by and the videos that 
were posted got more creative, 'fhat’s when 
he rushed to film one himself, an eight-hour 
project. 

“Dving here all my life, I had a good idea 
for what I wanted to put [into the video],” 
said Montalvo, who was raised in I lumboLdt 
Park, But he wanted it to encompass aQ areas 
of the city and all demographics, so he polled 
his Iwitter followers and Facebook friends for 
suggestions. People submitted requests for the 
typical Chicago colloquialisms— such as “tree” 
for the number three and “ftunch room” for 
front room— and included some in the video. 

The video garnered an array of responses, 
from people who thought it was hilarious to 
others who thought it could have been better. 

“Look at it with an open mind,” Montalvo 
said. “It’s meant to spark conversation. It’s try- 
ing to find a happy medium among a lot of Chi- 
cagoans whether it’s their demographic or not.” 

In the video, Montalvo shows his glee for 


the bus finally approaching his stop and his 
disdain for high gas prices. He struggles with 
his love-hate relationship with winter, par- 
ticularly peeved about the practice of call- 
ing “dibs” on shoveled-out parking spots and 
driving when it’s slick. He sings along with 
catchy jingles on Chicago 'W commercials, 
such as the Empire carpet jingle that ends 
“5- 8-8-2-3 -hundred ... Empire.” 

Montalvo is shown getting busted by a red- 


light camera and trying to figure out a parki ng 
meter. He name-drops just about every artist 
Chicagoans can claim as their own: Kanye, 
Common, R. Kelly, Lupe Fiasco, Smashing 
Pumpkins, Fall Out Boy and Plain White l”s. 
And of course, he mentions the things Chi- 
cagoans are most known for: their hatred of 
the Packers, their knowledge of the best pizza 
spots and their love for Michaeljordan. 

“Chicagoans have this huge love for Mi- 


chael Jordan and no one will ever beat him no 
matter how good they arc,” he said, “Chicago- 
ans have the tendency of being really proud o[ 
what we Ve good at,” 

Sure, he said, there are a few things he 
would Ve done differently like fix some edit- 
ing flubs, incorporate more people and touch 
on the hipster lifestyle in Chicago. But he said 
all in all he’s “pretty happy with it.”

Distu rbed 


Cook County Board 
president takes 
morgue to task

After weeks of bad press and macabre pho- 
tographs circulating from the morgue, Cook 
County Board President Toni Preckwinkle on 
T hursday clamped down on practices there and 
put employees on notice they would be held ac- 
countable for further problems. 

“IVe been as disturbed, discouraged and dis- 
appointed by the information that's come to 
my attention at the medical examiner's office as 
many of you,” Preckwinkle said following a tour 
of the squat tw^o-story facility 

"‘T expect there will be people that lose their 
jobs.” 

Critics in recent weeks had leaked photos to 
media outlets that purported to show a lack of 
care in the handling of bodies as well as over- 
crowding in the storage cooler. 


Adult remains were depicted stacked on met- 
al shelving and movable trays, sometimes two 
per shelf T he remains of infants were shown 
stacked atop each other. Most of the bodies 
were wrapped in blue plastic bags, but several 
were shown with limbs exposed. 

Medical Examiner Nancy Jones did not ap- 
pear in jeopardy of being fired T'hursday, though 
Preckwinkle was measured in her support of the 
count/s top forensic pathologist* The president 
did acknowledge the morgue had been affected 
by circumstances outside its control, including a 
delay in state funding. 

Still, one county commissioner moved to 
make it easier to remove the medical examiner 
by a majority vote of the County Board* 

"‘T think Dr. Jones is a fine physician, and what 
weVe looking at is the operations of this office,” 


Preckwinkle said. Jones was not present at the 
news conference in the lobby of the morgue. 

“Dr. Jones is the medical examiner, and she 
will continue to be the medical examiner.” 

Employees will undergo more training and 
follow more stringent protocols aimed at speed- 
ing up how remains are handled, she said. 

T'he county^s Bureau of Administration found 
last week that 363 bodies were stored in a cooler 
designed to hold 300, Preckwinkle said. Since 
then, burials have brought that number down 
to about 300, she said. 

Jones acknowledged last week that the 
morgue was over capacity but denied it was 
as crowded as suggested. She declined further 
comment Thursday, saying she had been in- 
structed to refer all calls to the board president's 
office. 


3 teens 
charged in 
hate crime

Joshua Merritt said he had no 
reason to be suspicious when one 
of his friends texted him, asking 
him to hang out with two other 
teenagers they both knew 

But after Merritt, 17, arrived at 
the home of one of the boys in 
East Beverly Dec. 23, he realized 
his friends weren’t simply looking 
to have a good time. 

The three teens, who arc white, 
allegedly put a noose around the 
neck of Merritt, who is black, and 
hurled racial epithets at him be- 
fore one of the boys held a knife 
to his throat and threatened to 
kill him, police and Merritt said 
Thursday. 

The teens apparently were 
upset about Merritt’s relation- 
ship with one of the boys’ female 
cousins, police said. 

“I Icel they were being seri- 
ous, and that if I didn’t get out 
of the house when I did, I might 
not even be here,” Merritt said 
Thursday, sitting on a couch in 
his family’s living room in Mor- 
gan Park. “I might be dead.” 

T'he three alleged attackers 
were charged Jan. 10 with a hate 
crime, unlawful restraint and mis- 
demeanor battery, police said. 

Merritt, who hopes to study 
graphic design after graduating 
from high school, said he has 
never been harassed because of 
his race before.

LINCOLN PARK 

Building to get temp heat

Owners of a Lincoln Park apartment building 
agreed Thursday to get the facility’s heat and 
hot water turned back on, but residents will 
still be without the utilities until Monday 

Cook County Circuit Judge Daniel B. 
Malone ordered LA Pine Grove LLC. and 
Lakeview Associates, which operates the 
14-story building at 2738 N. Pine Grove Ave., 
to install a temporary chimney by Monday 
until the permanent chimney which leaks 
carbon monoxide, can be repaired. 

The temporary chimney can be connected 
to the building’s boilers and water heaters, al- 
lowing the service to be restored, a city attor- 
ney said in court. 

The Tribune reported Wednesday that a 


letter from the property manager to residents 
had said it could be two to three weeks before 
the necessary repairs are made and heat is 
restored. The letter suggested that residents 
boil water for bathing, buy electric space 
heaters and “turn your oven on to supplement 
heat as needed.” 

The Chicago Fire Department was quick 
to take issue with the recommendation to use 
ovens for heat, noting that an open oven can 
start a fire and create dangerous levels of car- 
bon monoxide. 

The city had planned to ask Malone for a 
receivership to take over repairs, but decided 
not to pursue that course of action since the 
owners are cooperating and consenting to 
make the necessary fixes.

Thousands say 
goodbye to Paterno 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. Some io,ooo ticket hold- 
ers headed to a campus memorial service 
Thursday for one final goodbye to late Penn 
State coach Joe Paterno, concluding five days 
of public mourning for the college football 
legend. 

Big crowds have been turning out since 
Paterno died Sunday of lung cancer at age 85, 
with supporters choosing to remember how 
he built a hugely successful and profitable col- 
lege football program rather than his fall from 
grace for failing to alert police to a child sexual 
abuse scandal involving an assistant. 

Interest in “A Memorial to Joe” at the 
school’s basketball arena on Thursday after- 
noon was so intense that 10,000 free tickets 


were snapped up within seven minutes earlier 
this week. At least one ticket holder tried to 
profit by selling a ticket for $66,000 on eBay 
but the site immediately banned the sale. 

The week of mourning has drawn back to 
campus stars from past football teams, mem- 
bers of the 2011 squad, Penn State alumni who 
have no memory of any other football coach,

UFC STAR SPEAKS THE TRUTHINESS-WHETHER YOU WANT TO HEAR IT OR NOT

He’s received death threats from Brazil. He’s 
pleaded guilty to money laundering. He’s had 
his fighting license suspended. And he’s com- 
pared his next UFC opponent, Michael Bisp- 
ing of England, to Pip from “South Park.” 

Chael Sonnen arguably is the most outra- 
geous figure in an outrageous league. He’s 
also a former classmate of mine. 

“I don’t believe there’s respect in fighting,” 
the 34-year-old fighter told me by phone 
from his home in Oregon last week. “I think 
fighting is pretty primal. I think we’re going 
to go out there half-naked and beat each 
other up for no reason other than a paycheck 
and the applause of a drunken audience, and 
I don’t offer any apology for it.” 

Though we never hung out socially Chael 
and I grew up together in the suburbs of 
Portland, Ore. We graduated from West 
Linn High School in the same class and both 
ended up at the University of Oregon, where 
Chael was an all-American wrestler. 

As Chael has soared to international infa- 
my— and, to be fair, inspired an army of fans — 
I’ve found it challenging to reconcile the guy 
I knew as just another kid in the high school 
hallway with the 6-foot-i, 185-pound middle- 
weight fighter who last year taunted Brazilian 
rival Anderson Silva with this tweet: “Stick to 
what your country does best; like soccer or 
harboring infectious disease.” (No wonder he’s 
reviled in Brazil, right? Check out @sonnench 
for lots more tweets like that one.) 

When I heard Chael would be on the fight 
card for Saturday’s UFC event at the United 
Center, I thought this would be a good time 
to catch up. Naturally we talked about what 
would happen if I sucker-punched him at 
our high school reunion. We also covered his 
insistence that he’s never lost a fight and why

It’s understandable if you are watching the UFC— ei- 
ther live on TV or in person — for the first time Sat- 
urday night. The sport hasn’t been in Chicago since 
2008, and Fox just starting televising UFC bouts late 
last year. 

So, what do you need to know as a first-time at- 
tendee or viewer? Here’s a start. 

Pregame 

With the event sold out, expect to arrive at the Unit- 
ed Center early, just as you would for a Blackhawks 
puck drop or Bulls tipoff. The first fight starts around 
3 p.m. If you are watching at home, Fuel broadcasts 
the prelims before the main card airs on Fox. 


The basics 

UFC rules aren’t hard to follow, but some things 
happen inside the octagon that will leave you saying 
“huh?” There are four ways a fight can end: knockout, 
technical knockout, submission or via the judges’ 
scorecards. All fights except the main event are made 
up of three five-minute rounds. The main event be- 
tween Rashad Evans and Phil Davis will feature five 
five-minute rounds. 

Ring leaders 

The main announcer during the fighters’ introductions 
is Bruce Buffer (brother of famous boxing announcer 
Michael Buffer). %u’ll also see Octagon Girls Arianny 
Celeste, Brittney Palmer and Chandella Powell. Hope- 
fully the ladies are sporting outfits that reflect Chicago. 


Don’ts 

At your first MMA event, you might have a few alco- 
holic drinks in you, but that’s no excuse. Whatever 
you do, don’t yell these things that you think are 
funny but really aren’t. 

» “Kick his ass Seabass” will immediately 
be said; it’s been used and isn’t funny any more. 

You aren’t at a diner and aren’t flicking salt 
over your shoulder.

Sam Worthington wants 
to improve his acting, but 
‘popcorn movies’ are fine

Sam Worthington doesn’t exactly look the part of a 
big-shot movie star. 

The 35-year-old Aussie shuffles into a Trump Tower 
hotel room wearing a dark hoodie, baggy jeans and a 
generous 5 o’clock shadow as if he’d just spent the past 
couple of days hanging out in a skate park instead of 
jet-setting across the country for a publicity tour. 

But don’t take that as evidence that the burly actor 




most famous for CGI-laden, big-budget flicks 
like ‘Avatar” and “Clash of the Titans” doesn’t 
care about his craft. The opposite, in fact, 
seems to be true.

Beyond playing the cool-as-a-cucumber “The Vet” to Hill’s bumbling “The Noob” in the 
ads, the Aussie was excited to tell RedEye about his other “Call of Duty” experiences. r.s. 



What was it like to voice 
Alex Mason in “Black 
Ops?” 

It was great fun, because I 
had absolute freedom with 
it. The script was written al- 
ready but I said, “How mad 
can Mason be?” I wanted 
Mason to be an off-the- 
charts lunatic. My mates 
were in there the two days 
I did the voice work, and 
they were laughing be- 
cause they’d never seen me 
play a character like this. It 
was the kind of thing that 
can give you more confi- 
dence for other jobs. 

Do you actually play “Call 
of Duty” at all? 

I played all of them, so it 
wasn’t like it was some- 
thing new to me. So I said 
I’d be involved because I’m 
a fan. I mean if Rockstar 


said they wanted me in the

‘Afraid of heights? Yeah, I was petrified 
out there at first. I had a safety harness, but 
after a while you kind of forget you’re wear- 
ing it,” said Worthington, who also suggest- 
ed that the filmmakers record his very first 
time on the ledge to add to the realism. 

“In the script, my character was desper- 
ate from the very beginning and he’s going 
out on the ledge for the first time, and it’s 
a very nervous thing,” he said. “So I just 
thought, ‘Let’s actually put the camera on 
me the first time I step out there and see 
what happens.’ Fear can be a hard emotion 
to get across to an audience convincingly” 

Worthington says he’s committed to be- 
ing convincing to moviegoers as more than 
a hunky, muscle-bound prop. He expressed 
disappointment in the tunic-on-tunic mess 
of “Titans,” including his own performance, 
and wants desperately to inject more acting 
into his future parts. The goal, he says, is to 
create memorable action roles like Bruce 


gan branding Worthington Hollywood’s “It 
Guy” in 2009. 

Instead of resting on the laurels of his 
newfound fame, Worthington works even 
harder. 

“I know I’m in a lucky position, but it 
also means my work has to improve, be- 
cause my job only exists because of an audi- 
ence, and my job is to give an audience their 
16 bucks worth on a Friday night, and that’s 
it,” Worthington said. “If I stop doing that, 
I won’t have a job. Y^u can’t shy away from 
it, but there’s no point in indulging in it; you 
just embrace it.” 

Embracing the work also means that 
unlike some of his peers who aim for the 
Oscar-bait type of films, Worthington isn’t 
embarrassed about making what he calls 
“popcorn movies.” 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong 
with making movies where it’s just pure 
entertainment. I like making them and au- 
diences demand them so there’s a place for 
them alongside all your awards movies,” he 


He went beyond the extra mile when film- 
ing “Man on a Ledge,” a crime-thriller-meets- 
heist flick opening Friday Worthington plays 
an ex-cop-turned-thief who threatens to jump 
to his grisly death on Madison Avenue if the 
NYPD doesn’t investigate his side of a mys- 
tery that implicated him. 

Worthington insisted on doing all his own 
stunts, even if it meant spending countless 
hours perched precariously on a 14-inch-wide 


Willis in “Die Hard” or Mel Gibson in “Le- 
thal Weapon.” 

Creating iconic roles is an ambitious 
goal for an actor who just five years ago was 
struggling to make ends meet. He literally 
was sleeping in his car before James Cam- 
eron plucked him out of obscurity to play 
the lead in ‘Avatar.” After his starmaking 
turn in Cameron’s blockbuster sci-fi epic 
and “Terminator: Salvation,” pundits be- 


said. “It’s weird because a lot of actors won’t 
admit that, but I don’t mind saying it.” 

Worthington does draw the line, how- 
ever, at making another movie that involves 
hanging on for dear life. So don’t look for 
“Man on an Even Higher Ledge” in the fu- 
ture. 

“‘Man on a Curb’ maybe? I’d do that,” he 
said. “ ‘Man on a Couch,’ definitely”

The time has come for 
Hollywood and Sam 
Worthington to shake 
hands, exchange 
pleasantries and go 
their separate ways. 

In “Terminator 

Salvation,” “Avatar,” 

“Clash of the Titans,” 
“The Debt” and the new thriller 
“Man on a Ledge,” Worthington 
has had ample time to prove 
his big-screen charisma. No 
dice. This guy isn’t terrible, just 
bland. He brings as much to the 
table as Oliver Twist. 

In “Ledge,” Worthington plays ... oh, who 
cares what his name is. He’s the guy on the 
ledge, an ex-cop who’s there because of a 
25-year prison sentence he claims he doesn’t 
deserve. Meanwhile, his brother Joey (Jamie 
Bell) and Joey’s girlfriend (Genesis Rodriguez) 
work on a heist that could clear up this whole 
misunderstanding. 

With the exception of Rodriguez-who was 
clearly hired after her bra and fills the ap- 
parel just fine-almost everyone in “Ledge” 
is miscast, including Anthony Mackie as 
Worthington’s ex-partner and Elizabeth Banks 
as a negotiator nursing a bad hangover (is 
there any other kind?). 

The script by veteran TV writer Pablo F. 
Fenjves (whose past work includes titles 
such as “When the Dark Man Calls” and 
“Bloodhounds M”) flavors “Ledge” with bits of 
“The Negotiator” and “The Fugitive” to ensure 
that absolutely every moment is as predictable 
as possible. Between lines like “He’s got noth- 
ing to lose” and “You’re gonna wanna take a 
look at this,” “Ledge” bides a lot of time, but not 
enough to avoid feeling like the generic version 
of something that still needs to be 50 percent 
less stupid to have a chance. 
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As if a few hungry wolves 
could mess with Liam Neeson

Of course, their 
reward for making it out of a terrifying, deafen- 
ing crash is fighting cold, hunger and growling 
beasts that aren’t nearly as funny as the wolves 
in “Twilight.” 

Neeson, currently cornering the market on 
the “average guy driven to extremes” genre 
with movies like “Taken” and “Unknown,” 
brings weight to a man unafraid to admit he’s 
afraid. Yet Ottway’s expertise ultimately dif- 
fuses tension that director/co-writer Joe Car- 


nahan (“The A-Team”) struggles to maintain. 
His sometimes-riveting, sometimes-contrived 
handling of a horrifying situation repeatedly 
forces you to take inventory of characters many 
will remember only as “the loudmouth,” “the 
jerk,” “the black guy” “Dermot Mulroney” “the 
quiet one” and “Liam Neeson.” 

Take a wild guess who’s the last man stand- 
ing. 

A staring contest with a wolf may always 
look unintentionally funny “The Grey” 
nevertheless, effectively focuses on a group 
of guys— who surely deserve to take the “wolf 
pack” name from the “Hangover” dudes— con- 
fronting unthinkable challenges and wonder- 
ing what (or who) will give them the strength 
to face uncertainty That requires an awful lot 
when your friend was just chomped mid-pee.

Reports of viewers 
vomiting in theaters might not 
have helped.

Ethan Hawke starred 
in this 1993 dramatized 
story of the Uruguayan 
rugby team that sur- 
vived a 1972 plane crash 
by resorting to cannibal- 
ism. Might have been 
too grim for mainstream 
viewers. It grossed about

has forgotten them. Sharks ap- 
pear, but with a tiny budget of

We Need to Talk 
About Kevin 

(R) 

Just to be clear: The full 
title of this film isn’t “We 
Need To Talk About Kevin 
... Because His Grades Are Wonderful!” 

At all times— as a baby, an elementary-schooler 
and a teenager— Kevin (played in his teen years by 
Ezra Miller) demonstrates deeply unsettling behav- 
ior, as if the kid’s decided he’s been put on Earth to 
make his mother Eva’s (Tilda Swinton) life awak- 
ing nightmare. (His pathological coldness recalls 
Macaulay Culkin’s character in “The Good Son.”) 
Kevin’s idea of playing with his younger sister (Ur- 
sula Parker) consists of turning the vacuum cleaner 
on her hair. And don’t even ask what he may have 
done to her guinea pig. 

Obviously it’s terrifying for parents (or future 
parents) to imagine raising a child who can’t be 
taught compassion and proper social behavior, 
despite no diagnosis of any concrete mental 
problems. And Swinton’s performance terrifically 
demonstrates how to look blank on the outside 


while possessing a tornado of rage and hurt and 
guilt inside. 

Early on in the fractured chronology of “We 
Need to Talk About Kevin,” Eva arrives at Kevin’s 
school to see flashing police lights and screaming 
kids and their parents. Clearly Kevin has perpetrat- 
ed something awful, ^t the film’s presentation of 
people’s reactions to Eva lacks balance (“Beautiful 
Boy” offered more layers to the public’s confusion 
and sorrow), and her oblivious husband (John C. 
ReiUy) never feels like her husband and partner at 
all— just a clueless dope who notices Kevin only 
in tiny snippets so he can tell Eva there’s nothing 
to worry about. Some marriages may feature that 
little communication, but “Kevin” fails to convince 
us that Eva would hold her tongue after seeing her 
son slowly growing into a killer. 

The film wants to demonstrate the danger of 
parents who won’t speak up about potential in- 
home threats, but Kevin’s behavior is too extreme 
to think anyone would let it go. The movie won’t 
make you think that moms and dads need to be 
more observant— really how could anyone miss 
this stuff?— but it will absolutely make the concept 
of parenting seem terrifying. One guess as to what 
the least popular baby name of 2012 will be.

In 19th century 
Ireland, when people 
apparently can’t 

tell the difference between a man and a 
woman, Albert Nobbs (co-writer Glenn 
Close) works as a waiter in an upscale hotel 
where no one knows he’s actually a woman. 

That’s strange, because a best-possible 
performance from Close doesn’t change 
the fact that Albert always looks like a 
woman who’s doing a pretty good job of 
pretending to be a man. (From certain 
angles, he kinda looks like Robin Wil- 
liams.) This problem immediately unravels 
the entire movie, directed by Rodrigo 
Garcia (“Passengers”) from a short story by 
George Moore. 

Albert’s total lack of savvy also is a 
sticking point; shouldn’t a woman posing 


as a man recognize someone else doing 
the same? Nope, Albert’s shocked when 
he meets another man who’s obviously a 
woman. The title character also has so little 
social awareness that he possesses not an 
ounce of skepticism about Helen the maid 
(Mia Wasikowska), who’s actually seeing a 
new, sleazy hotel employee (Aaron Johnson) 
but squeezing Albert for gifts whenever 
they go on chaste walks together. 

‘Albert Nobbs” tells the story of a woman 
trying to become a self-made man, but 
Albert— who sometimes awkwardly voices 
what he’s thinking out loud— so fails to 
distinguish between feelings and personal 
agenda that it’s unclear if his sexuality pre- 
ceded the ruse or follows his adopted per- 
sona. Worse, Garcia presents Albert’s deceit 
as innocent and Helen’s as manipulative. 

Albert expresses curiosity about how Hu- 
bert (Janet McTeer), who’s really a woman, 
married a woman who may or may not have 
known her partner’s identity before the 
wedding. That makes two of us.

movement, the rebellion he launched. If he died, anyone 
of his followers could carry on and say, 1 am Spartacus.’ ” 

Liam McIntyre will do just that when “Spartacus: 
Vengeance,” the long-awaited second season, begins Fri- 
day The Aussie actor assumed the role of the legendary 
gladiator after Whitfield, the Welsh star of the series’ first 
season, was diagnosed with non-Hodgkin lymphoma. 
Whitfield’s illness delayed Season 2— Starz aired a six- 
episode prequel called “Spartacus: Gods of the Arena” in 
2011— and he eventually had to bow out of the series after 
his cancer returned. 

Whitfield died in September at age 39, but not before 
he gave McIntyre his blessing. 

“To know that the person who made [the role of 
Spartacus] so wonderful was on your side, as it were, 
especially considering all the harrowing personal experi- 
ences he had to survive at the time, that means more to 
an actor than you can possibly imagine,” McIntyre said 
last week during a call with reporters. 

McIntyre’s task is a daunting one. The 29 -year-old will 
be fighting as hard for fan acceptance as his character will 
be for the rights of the slaves he leads in rebellion against 
the Roman Republic. The actor understands and even 
expects the scrutiny of fans, who no doubt will be quite 
vocal on message boards, Twitter and Facebook after the 
premiere. 

What they’ll see is a different Spartacus from Whit-

In the 
first season, Spartacus was a 
slave broken by the loss of his 
freedom and the death of his 
wife. I le was fighting for his 
own survival in the brutal world 
of the gladiator arena. 

Now, he’s a liberated man 
on the run, but he’s respon- 
sible for the slaves he’s 
freed and not just himself 
He must put aside his 
personal pain to become 
a leader. 

“The world is a different 
place for [Spartacus],” Mc-

unique situation of trying to cre- 
ate a new Spartacus that felt like 
the same ki nd of guy that And^s 
Spartacus was.

McIntyre was shocked that 
he was cast in the first place.

45 pounds for a previous role. Once 
hired, he had to get busy to prove he 
could look like the muscled Spartacus. 

He hit the gym four hours a day, stuck 
to a strict diet and worked with a tough 
ex-military trainer. 

“Do you get used to lifting ridiculous amounts of 
weights? Not really,” he said, laughing. “I think the point 
is that you do it and it really hurts. But it’s one of the few 
things in life where you get to see tangible results.” 

The fun really began once he got on set, where 
McIntyre says he was embraced by a supportive cast 
and crew that felt like family. Not only did he love get- 
ting paid to “be a lo-year-old for a year,” he said, but 
it was his great honor to carry on the legacy started by 
Whitfield, “I just hope that I do the character justice,” 
McIntyre said.

Hair takes 
center stage

For red carpet appearances, celebrity hairstyles usually play a secondary role to the 
gowns. But sometimes a coiffeur has enough oomph to command headlines. At the 
Golden Globeson Jan. 15, a number of stars wore memorable looks. And it’s a safe 
bet the trend in hair will continue at Sunday’s Screen Actors Guild Awards and the 
upcoming Grammy and Academy awards shows. Here is a breakdown of some of the 
Globes’ best hairstyles and tips from the artists who created them, getty images photos 



CHARLIZETHERON 

Enzo Angileri styled Theron’s 
hair with soft, side-swept 
waves, pulled into an easy 
chignon. 

The hairstylist started 
with dry hair, curling small 
sections with a 2-inch barrel 
curling iron to enhance natu- 
ral volume and texture. He 
then sprayed a light mist of 
Moroccanoil Glimmer Shine 
Spray and brushed through 
the curls with a Moroccanoil 
Ionic Ceramic paddle brush to 
create texture and eliminate 
any trace of separation be- 
tween curls. 

Angileri swept her hair to 
the left and made three sec- 
tions, pulling and rolling two 
of them into a loose bun and 
pinning them with bobby 
pins. The third section of hair 
was wrapped around the bun. 
Finally, Angileri adjusted and 
freed strands so the result 
looked unstructured and 
wispy. To control fly-away hair, 
he spritzed with Moroccanoil 
Frizz Control. 



ZOOEYDESCHANEL 

The “New Girl” star played up 
her retro style, opting for hair 
and makeup that had a dis- 
tinct ’60s feel. 

Hairstylist Aaron Light gave 
Deschanel heavy, eye-graz- 
ing bangs and straightened 
her usually wavy tresses. He 
gave her hair the appearance 
of being shoulder length by 
tucking it into a custom-made 
hairpiece. 

Light sprayed Oribe blow- 
drying serum on the hair 
to give it shine, volume and 
bounce, then blew out the hair 
using a round brush. He set 
Deschanel’s hair in 2-inch plas- 
tic rollers, spritzed on Oribe 
Superfine hair spray and let 
that sit for 30 minutes. 

After the rollers were out. 
Light gave the base of her 
hair a light tease for added 
volume. Her signature bangs, 
which Light says he cut to be 
more “Mod-style,” were treat- 
ed with Oribe dry shampoo 
so they had texture without 
heaviness or greasiness. 



MADONNA 

Madonna sported loose and 
wavy hair that softened the 
overall effect of her gun met- 
al-colored dress and bulging 
biceps. 

“She wanted easy, natural 
texture,” says her longtime 
hairdresser Andy Lecompte. 

He started by rough-dry- 
ing the hair, manipulating 
and emphasizing the natural 
texture. He then applied a 
mist of Wella Thermal Heat 
Protection spray. For the loose 
waves, Lecompte used his Phi 
1-inch flat iron to make soft, 

“S” formations throughout 
the hair. 

Finally, he used a mist of 
Wei la’s Ocean Spritz to break 
up the waves and give the hair 
an overall tousled, relaxed 
look.
